thing of Florence. We found the eity of Tuscany 
beautifully situated on 'he Arrro, &br>nt thref- 
fourthe of it heitfg en the north side, which was 
the site of tho ancieat {own. The pi rtion of the 
river within the city is srossed by four bridges, 
all ot which at various times suffered more or 


which there is a monument to Canova, the great 
modern sculptor, erected at the expense ot" the 
Countess, f Albany. In this same church is tho 
cl apel purchased by the Bon aparte family, in 
which are the tombs cl Joseph Bonaparte, King 
of Spain, nnd his wife and daughter; the latter 
was tho wife of the only brother of the present 
fiuiperor of Fi anco 


There are numerous other churches, possass- 


ing pictures, tculptures, and other works of art. 
of interest and value, which will repay a visit 
1 did not Bee half of them, nor would twenty 
letters do more than give a faint description of 
those I did see 
There are several palaces, all 


of historical interest. The Palazzo Vccchio was 
elected in 1290 or 1300, as a residence for the 
superior ma^i .try of the then republic: and af.er. 
vvaids became the palace of Cosimo th<» lst,vvho 
was the Sounder of tho De Medici Grand Dukes. 
It contains many fine paintings and statues, and 
near it is fiaed an ii-scriptioii marking the spot 
where the house once occupied by AmericusVes 
pi'c'us stc'oJ, which Americans view with great 
mtetest. 


The house of MiehaelAngelo is prh.xps looked 


upon by the larger amount of sti angers with the 
most interest of any place in Floience. That 
family ttill exists, but one, however, of the race 
j* icf[—the presfintMinister of Publiclnstruction. 
When he dies the family will bo extinct. 
The 


house: is blfevvn Io strangers on Thursdays; it 
contains a statue of M. Angela; the furniture 
ho used occupying tire same position it did in 
his lifetime, several of his early paintings, and 
great many relicsof him, amongtheDi unfinished 
drawings and pieces of sculpture- 


The Uffoza Gallery, or Gallery Impe-ial, con- 


tains a celebrated collection, the mos>t varied in 
tho world, though less numerous than those of 
the Vatican or the Louvre in Paris. It is thrown 
open to the public free of charge every day ex- 
cept Monday. 
Alter going up four flights of 


stairs we enter the outer hall,m which are placed 
tho busts of the Medici family. 
In the inner 


hall is the great sculptured figure ot the Floreu- 
t:ne boar; two noble figures of wolf dogs, full of 
animation; nnd several fine statues larger than 
lite. We viewed with interest the busts of the 
Roman Emperors there collected: two of Julius 
Cesar, Augustus and his daughter, Julian, Mar- 
cus Agrippa, Caligula, Nero as a child and as a 
man. In tho latter tko tyrant is evident, Julia, 
the daughter of Titus, three of Trajan, one ol 
Piotina the wife of Trajan, Adrian, lour of Mar- 
cus Auidiuc, tr.ken nt different periods of life, 
and many others. 
Tbe names arc all given in 


the ta'a'ogue of each gallery. There are several 
sculptures here by MicbaelAngelo; one, St John 
tho Baptist wasted by fasting. The Bacchus 
and Faun by the same 
Here too is seen the 


famed marble statue known a- Venus de Medici, 
which is truly the most beautiful sculptured fe- 
male form I saw anywhere; nor did I deem it 
p'ossible that so much beauty could be transferred 
to marble with such apparent purity.

masters have works he:ro 
Corregio's Virgin 


kneeling in adoration before tWe infant Saviour, 
who is sleeping on ft part of her drapery ; The 
Virgin & Child in Egypt; The head of St John 
on the charger; Tho head of Medusa, thought 
to be by Raphael; it appears just severed from 
the body.
